She lo o ked as tho ugh she nev er 
meant to smile again, o r as the Ameri­ 
can ex pressed it, as if she was a frag­ 
ment o f Westminster Abbey let o ut fo r

He is the man who is gentle, easy tem­ 
pered, and who se demeano r is o f itself 
a co mp iment to tho se aro und him. 
He addresses a lady as tho ugh she 
were a princess, and had a caressing 
way with children and animals, which 
seemed to co me fro m his go o dness o f 
heart. 
An unco nscio us grace fits upo n 
him like a garment, and renders him 
acceptable to and at ease in any co m­ 
pany . 
The man o f who m the iro n 
hand in v elv et glo v e is ty pical, has al­ 
mo st unlimited sway o v er the hearts o f 
wo mankind. 
Jo hn Stuart Mill, in his 
“ Subjectio n o f Wo men,” say s that part 
o f the iro ny o f human life co nsists in 
the fact that the stro ngest feelings o f 
dev o ted gratitude o f which human na­ 
ture seems to be susceptible, are called 
fo rth in human beings to wards tho se 
who , hav ing the po wer entirely to crush 
their earthly ex istence, v o luntarily re­ 
frain fro m using that po wer. 
We see 
it pro v ed ev ery day . 
So me slav es lo v e 
a kind master better than freedo m. So 
do es a wo man—and the mo re abso lute 
she feels his po wer to be, so lo ng as he 
do es no t use it to her hurt, the mo re 
she lo v es him. 
If in ev ery marria&e 
the man were stro nger, mo re keen in 
intellect than the wo man, there nev er 
wo uld be need o f repeating By ro n’s 
questio n— 
“ Oy o 
lo re's o ' Indies intelle Hial. 
In fo rm us tru ly , h :iv e th ey n o h en p ek ed 
y m all?” 
This is when tho “ lo rds” are them­ 
selv es inferio r. 
Heraco Manu, o n be­ 
ing asked what kind o f wo men were 
mo st pleasing to men, answered that 
they were the wo men who were capa­ 
ble o f being p illo ws fo r their husbands, 
meaning restful, light-hearted, kitten­ 
ish, purring creatures. 
I th nk it ev en 
mi re true in the case o f men. 
Men 
who appeal to a wo man’s sy mpathy , 
who seem to need a wo man’s so ft wo rds 
and enco uraging smiles, are the men 
who m wo men do lo v e and smile upo n. 
Miss Wo o lso n is v ery happy in her

One day I fo llo wed a do g’s track 
fro m 1 1 a. m. till sunset witho ut hav ing

I 
was fo llo wing tho track o f a do e and 
fawn. 
Within twenty ro ds o f where I 
struck the tracks I suddenly saw half 
the neck and the head o f the fawn, 
which was ly ing do wn, partly turned 
fro m me, placidly chewing its cud. 
A 
sho t thro ugh its neck stretched it life­ 
less, and with my rifle held ready fo r a 
seco nd sho t, I adv anced cautio usly , ex ­ 
pecting to see tho do e; but.no thing stir­ 
ring, I co ncluded that she had go t away 
uno bserv ed in the thick spruce brush. 
So setting away my rifle, I began to 
dress tho fawn which pro v ed to be a 
v ery large and fat o ne. 
In do ing this 
I had changed my po sitio n, so that o n 
rising I caught full sight o f tho do e ly ­ 
ing dead twenty feet away to the left, 
and at right angles with the lino o f firo . 
Half stupefied 
with

At the City Council meeting la st even ­ 
in g , there wa s considera ble deba te ov er 
the Wa ter Works question. 
It wa s lea rn­ 
ed, by a report of the Fire a nd Wa ter 
committee, tha t the hydra nts on the south 
south were now in order, or a t lea st wa t­ 
er could be got from them, with the ex­ 
ception o f three, a ud these useless ones 
a re loca ted ia the business portion o f the 
city. 
The city clerk sta ted tha t Ja mes A 
Ha wley, President of the Wa ter Com 
pa ny, ha d presented him with a bill for 
the full a mount of hydra nt rent to the 
first o f April, a nd tha t he ha d not pa ic 
the sa me for the rea son tha t he ha d no 
a uthority to do so. 
Alderma n Atkins thought there wa s a 
question a s to the efficiency of the hy­ 
dra nts to throw the require fire strea ms. 
He ha d noticed tha t on Ma in street, where 
the ma ins ha d been exposed, pieces were 
broken out a nd plugs put in. 
He thought 
tha t such plugging ha d so interfered with 
the “ ma in a rteries” tha t fire strea ms could 
not be thrown. 
Furthermore he wa s not 
certa in tha t those plugs would sta nd a 
fire pressure. 
Alderma n Dodge wa s in fa v or of a fresh 
test of the Wa ter Works, which would de 
cide such ma tters, a nd wa nted to ha v e 
one soon. 
He would see the firema n a nd 
notify the engineer in cha rge of the wa t­ 
er works when the test would be ha d. 
Alderma n Atkins objected to such for­ 
ma l prepa ra tion. 
He thought the Wa ter 
Compa ny should be rea dy a t a ll times to 
throw fire strea ms without notice; no one 
could tell a t wha t hour we will ha v e a fire. 
The city a uthorities did not notify the 
Wa ter compa ny tha t there wa s to be a 
fire on tha t v ery da y. 
The first a la rm 
ca me from the fire bell a t noon. 
The 
Wa ter Works should be rea dy a t a ll hours, 
da y or night. 
Therefore why giv e the 
Wa ter compa ny notice, a s ha d been the 
custom, to fix up for the occa sion. Alder­ 
ma n Atkins ma de a motion to commence 
a test o f the wa ter works a t nine o’clock 
Monda y morning. 
Alderma n Dodge a sked the 
Wa ter 
Works’ engineer, who wa s present, if it 
would suit him to ha v e a tria l a t tha t time. 
The engineer replied tha t he would pre­ 
fer tha t the Fire a nd Wa ter committee 
would ma ke a rra ngements with Mr. Ja s. 
A. Ha wley for the test a s he (the engi 
neer) would not a ct without a uthority. 
It wa s proposed to postpone the ma tter 
o f testing the Wa ter Works to a la ter da te. 
There wa s considera ble side ta lking; 
too much for our columns. 
Alderma n Dodge sa id he would 'see the 
firemen 
a bout ma king the test of the 
Wa ter Works a nd prcsrmed tha t the 
City would ha v e to pa y them. 
The Wa ter Works engineer wa nted to 
know who would pa y for the coa l to be 
used in firing up to get the procure to 
ma ke the tcrt? 
Alderma n Dodge suggested tha t tha t 
wa s the Wa ter Compa ny’s ma tter to look 
a fter. 
Alderma n Atkins thought it a serious 
ma tter tha t three of the most importa nt 
hydra nts in the city, where more tha n ha lf 
a million of dolla rs worth of property is 
a t the mercy of the lla mes, should be use- 
less. 
Mr. Donna lly, the a gent of the Wa ter 
compa ny, sa id: “ Well, you don’t ha v e to 
pa y for them, do you? ” 
Alderma n Atkins: “ Tha t is not the 
point; it is not the price tha t I ca re a bout. 
If we were willing to pa y for them to ­ 
morrow could we get "wa ter? If the use­ 
less hydra nts were on the outskirts of the 
city they would be of much less impor­ 
ta nce.” 
Alderma n Dodge wa s opposed to the 
continua l wra ngle on subjects of so sma ll 
importa nce. 
Alderma n Truma n sta ted tha t Mr. Mc­ 
Neil ha d written a letter to Ja mes A. 
Ha wley, President of the Wa ter Works 
Compa ny, a nd, in substa nce, sta ted tha t 
he would la y the pipes to the North side 
cm the bed of the riv er below the bridge. 
Mr. McNeil claimed that the city could 
not hold the Water Company to its agree­ 
ment since the city had withheld the 
hydrant rental that wa s du e last month. 
Aid Dodge thou ght that Mr. McNeil, 
considering the contracts,was too mu ch of 
a bu siness man to come here and place the 
pipes below the dam, and then ex pect 
the city to fu lfill its part of the agree­ 
ment. 
In the event that Mr. McNeil did 
; so lay the pipes he (Dodge) was in favor 
| of a new agreement with the W ater Com­ 
pany; and in that case he wou ld oppose 
the payment of the hydrant for the North 
Side from the time that they were cu t oil. 
[The entire length of the water 
m a in s 
that were su spended from the piers of 
the bridge were lrozen on the night of 
December IN, and no water has been on 
the North side since that date.] 


A rea ding of the la st a greement wa s 
called for. 
After its rea ding by the 
clerk, Alderma n Atkins a rose to his feet 
a n sa id he thought tha t the a greement 
uni the 


ta xes, without receiv ing a ny benefits for 
the sa me from the middle of la st Decem­ 
ber a nd this understa nding (? ) wa s to la st 
until thirty da ys a fter the frost wa s out of 
ground. 
Now to a sk the ta x-pa yers to 
continue suck pa yment "wa s simply a 
piece of robbery.
